SWITCHING off street lights is posing 
an increased risk to drivers on blacked- 
out streets, according to a report by the 
AA. 

The motoring organisation said the 
increase in unlit roads posed a danger 
to motorists, pedestrians and cyclists 
and claimsd councils are creating early 
morning ‘blackouts’ as an economy 
measure. 

The AA said the five worst councils 
for street lighting in this year’s Nation¬ 
al Highways and Transport Network 
public satisfaction survey, all operate a 
street light ‘blackout’ during the early 
hours of the morning. 

Essex County Council was bottom of 
a league of 78 councils with a score of 
45.1per cent. 

The AA said Government figures 
showed that over the past five years 
improved road safety has seen acci¬ 
dents in hours of darkness on built-up 
roads where there is street lighting fall 
18.6 per cent overall, and by 24 per cent 
in the wet, snow and ice. 

But where street lights were turned 
off or not present, the reduction was 12 
per cent overall and 16.7 per cent in bad 
weather. The AA added that the situ¬ 
ation was worse on faster roads. 

Since 2008, night-time accidents on 
street-lit 40mph sections have dropped 
24.1 per cent overall and 30.4 per cent in 
wet, snow or icy conditions, but are 
down only 10.4 per cents on both counts 
where street lights were off or not 
present. 

“New official road safety statistics 
show that accident rates on blacked-out 
town and city roads are not getting 
better,” said an AA spokesman. “We 
would ask that, as a priority, the lights 
go back on along 40mph or faster roads 
in built-up areas. 

“ Crash investigators in inquests 


have consistently stated that drivers 
who keep to the speed limit on those 
roads have little or no chance of miss¬ 
ing pedestrians that suddenly appear 
out of the dark.” 

He added: “If not, with national and 
local elections looming, putting cost- 
savings before road safety hands polit¬ 
ical opponents a strong populist pos¬ 
ition to argue on the doorsteps.” 


On Tuesday Harlow Labour parlia¬ 
mentary candidate Suzy Stride joined 
campaigners at a meeting of Essex 
County Council to call for street lights 
to be turned back on. 

During the summer Ms Stride star¬ 
ted a petition which she has taken door 
to door over the past few months and 
which has gathered more than 2,000 
signatures. 


Illegal camp 
sets up on 
tennis court 

AN illegal Traveller 
encampment is occupying the 
tennis courts at the GPCA in 
Abercrombie Way, Harlow. 

The courts are owned by 
Harlow Council, which has 
asked Essex Police to use a 
Section 61 notice to move on the 
18 caravans. 

A council spokesman said: 
"Community safety officers are 
serving a direction to leave this 
morning (Wednesday) and the 
Travellers have been asked to 
leave on or before 4pm. 

“In addition the Travellers 
have been written to advising 
that should the council have to 
clear up their rubbish after they 
have vacated this encampment, 
the council will recharge them 
for clearance. Should there be 
non-payment, the council will 
issue county court proceedings 
to recover the debt. 

"Thames Water will be onsite 
within four-10 hours to secure 
the area on the tennis courts 
where there is a collapsed 
drain." 

Elsewhere, nine caravans still 
remain on the Showground in 
Harlow Town Park, which is also 
land owned by Harlow Council. 
There are five caravans in an 
encampment at Astra House car 
park in Edinburgh Way on 
privately owned land. 

An illegal encampment of four 
caravans is also occupying South 
Road cycle track, land owned by 
Essex County Council, who have 
served a direction to leave by 
midday yesterday. 

Clinic move 
for hospital 

THE outpatient fracture clinic at 
Princess Alexandra Hospital in 
Harlow is to move temporarily to 
the Herts and Essex Hospital at 
Bishop’s Stortford to allow 
refurbishment work to take 
place. 

Patients who have outpatient 
fracture clinic appointments 
have been notified of the change 
of location by letter, phone and 
text. 

The moves takes place on 
Monday and is expected to last 
until the spring. 
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FATAL FIRE INQUEST: Open verdict on tragic family deaths 
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THE cause of a house fire in Har¬ 
low which claimed the lives of a 
mother and five children remains 
a mystery, an inquest heard. 

Essex Fire and Rescue Service 
investigator David Ajikostis told 
the inquest at Chelmsford Cor¬ 
oner’s Court on Thursday that the 
blaze could have been started 
either accidentally or deliber¬ 
ately. 

Fire investigators found a 
single pin of a plug in an electrical 
socket - which Dr Shakoor said he 
did not know was there - behind 
the sofa but no remains of any 
appliance. Mr Ajikostis said that 
it was possible, though unlikely, 


that this was the cause. But he 
said after the enquiries it had not 
been possible to eliminate it as a 
potential source of ignition. 

Forensic scientist Iain Peck 
told the hearing: “The fire was a 
human act and most likely the 
result of a flame ignition.” 

Evidence 

He added that he could not 
exclude the fact that the pin in the 
socket might have failed, but said 
there was no direct evidence that 
the fire was as a result of that. 

Police are continuing their 
murder inquiry and believe the 
house had been burgled and a 


laptop stolen. 

Three other homes in the area 
were targeted by burglars around 
the same time and a Ford Focus 
70m away was set on light after 
the fire began at the house. 

Eleven days later, the case for 
the missing laptop was discovered 
in Whitewaits, Harlow. 

Giving her verdicts, the cor¬ 
oner said the inquiry which had 
followed the blaze had been the 
police’s most complex, extensive, 
criminal investigation. 

“It’s an ongoing homicide. 
There’s always the possibility of 
fresh evidence, new lines of 
inquiry,” she said. 


Heroic efforts of firefighters who braved inferno praised 


HEROIC firefighters battled tem¬ 
peratures up to 800C to bring out 
Shakoor family members in just 
over 15 minutes, with one crew 
member going in four times. 

At Thursday's inquest, Essex 
Fire and Rescue Service invest¬ 
igator David Ajikostis described 
how Dr Shakoor and his wife were 
awoken at 1.20am on October 15, 
2012. 

His wife urged him to get all the

AN inquest into the deaths of a mother and her five 
children in a fire in Harlow heard how she wrapped 
herself around her toddler daughter in a bid to 
protect her. 

Dr Sabah Usmani crouched over her youngest 
child, covering them both with a blanket as she 
struggled in vain to protect the toddler from the 
flames and smoke. 

The 44-year-old and her five children all died in 
the blaze on October 15, 2012, at Barn Mead. 

The only surviving member of the family, Dr 
Usmani’s husband Dr Abdul Shakoor, wept during 
the inquest at Chelmsford Coroner’s Court on 
Thursday as details of the deaths of his family were 
given. 

Essex Senior Coroner Caroline Beasley-Murray 
recorded open verdicts on Dr Usmani and Hira, 12, 
Sohaib, 11, Muneeb, nine, Rayyan, six and Maheen, 
three. The youngest child survived three days after 
the blaze, but died on October 18. 

Fumes 

Dr Usmani died from burns and inhalation of 
fumes; Hira died from burns and inhalation of 
fumes; Sohaib from inhalation of fire fumes and 
burning; Muneeb from inhalation of fumes; Rayyan 
from inhalation of fumes and Maheen from com¬ 
plications arising from inhalation of fumes and 
severe burning. 

The inquest heard that the fire started in the 
lounge, between a sofa and armchair. It tore the 
plaster off the walls, spread into the hall and up the 
stairs. 

The flames also travelled up outside both the front 
and rear of the property “which is why the family 
was unable to escape”, said Essex Fire and Rescue 
Service investigator David Ajikostis.

Essex senior coroner Caroline Beasley-Murray 
commented on Dr Shakoor’s dignified demeanour. 
“You have suffered the most indescribable of human 
tragedies, a whole family wiped out in one evening,” 
she told him. 

The coroner also commended the Muslim com¬ 
munity for their “great support” of Dr Shakoor. 

Mrs Beasley-Murray said there was insufficient 
evidence for verdicts of unlawful killing or invol¬ 
untary manslaughter. She added: “I am sure all of us 
were touched by the little bit of evidence that 
Maheen’s mother was trying her best to protect her 
at the end.” 

The Shakoors arrived in the UK from Pakistan in 
September 2010 and initially lived in Winchester. 

Dr Shakoor, a diabetes specialist, worked at Royal 
Hampshire Hospital before moving to Harlow in 
September 2011. He took up a post at Princess 
Alexandra Hospital and the family moved into the 
rented end-of-terrace house in Barn Mead.

SIR If I could ask for one wish for a Christmas 
present from Harlow Labour parliamentary 
candidate Suzy Stride it would be the gift of an 
identical twin brother. It might then be 
possible for me to be in two places at once. 

I am criticised for not caring about the NHS 
because I was unable to attend a Friday 
Parliamentary debate. Not every Labour MP 
was at this particular debate either but I 
somehow doubt Ms Stride will be issuing press 
releases criticising their absence.

The Government has invested hugely in 
Harlow’s NHS - £6m has gone to Princess 
Alexandra Hospital in recent years, £lm has 
gone to create a new kidney dialysis unit and 
£500,000 to St Clare Hospice. 

Nationally, there are 5,600 more nurses and 
8,000 more doctors, 19,000 fewer managers' 


and an end to mixed sex wards. 

In the Autumn Statement the Chancellor 
announced a further £2 bn is to be spent on the 
NHS and the fines raised from bankers are to 
be used to increase spending on GP services. 
The country is spending £300m a day on the 
NHS, hardly the actions of a Government that 
wanted to privatise it. 

By contrast, Labour’s record on the NHS is 
far more questionable. Under the last Labour 
government not only did we have the scandal 
of the NHS in Mid Staffordshire but Gordon 
Brown signed NHS private finance deals worth 
£11.4bn which will cost the taxpayer more 
than £65bn by the time the debts have been 
paid off. If that was not failed privatisation I 
don’t know what is. 

The independent website They WorkforYou 
.com, says my voting record and speaking 
record in Parliament is well above the average 
of other MPs. For that reason people from all 
political parties have kindly recognised my 
work in cutting and freezing fuel duty, 
championing apprentices, getting free school 
meals for disadvantaged Harlow College 
students and improving guidelines and 
concessions regarding hospital car parking 
charges. 

On a final point, I recently have been 
delivering an NHS survey to most homes in 
Harlow. This will help give me a serious and 
objective view on the NHS from residents in 
Harlow.

Consequently 
people are finding they are 
forced to find health care in 
other places, including the 
private sector.

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Rugby club homes in on ground move 


SUPPORTERS of Harlow Rugby 
Club are calling on councillors to 
support its proposed move to a 
new purpose-built community 
sports facility at the western end 
of Latton Farm.

Club president Alan Price said: 
“We are run by a group of tre¬ 
mendously passionate volunteers 
who serve the club with pride and 
honour, but if our long-term 
future is to be secured then we 
need the support of councillors to 
allow our move to go ahead. 

“We are bound by the principle 


of sport for all but our current 
facilities are completely unsuit¬ 
able for children and ladies teams. 
To keep membership fees at a 
reasonable level we need to raise 
£100,000 a year from the club¬ 
house and bar, which is hard with 
our current shabby and dated 
facilities.” 

He added: “The club has carved 
out a great role in the community 
with hundreds of people, espe¬ 
cially children, playing sport here 
every week. The proposal will 
ensure that the space is kept 
green and open along a key 
through fare leading to the town 
centre for centuries to come.

Two arrested in 
hospital after 
horror on M25 

fetal accident closes road for 13 hours

TWO men have been arrested on 
suspicion of causing death by dan¬ 
gerous driving following a multi¬ 
vehicle crash which closed a 
stretch of the M25 for more than 13 
hours. 

The pair - a man aged 33 and a 
man aged 25 - were arrested in 
hospital where they were being 
treated for injuries following the 
accident in the early hours of 
Tuesday. 

Police shut the motorway from 
from its junction with the Mil at 
Epping to the A10 at Enfield fol¬ 
lowing the accident near Wal¬ 
tham Abbey. 

A 39-year-old man from Leic¬ 
ester was killed in the crash 
which happened at 1.50am and 
involved four lorries and a car. 
Four other people were taken to 
hospital. 

Diversions were put in place 
but traffic in Harlow ground to a 
halt as motorists sought altern¬ 
ative routes. Some drivers caught 
up in the chaos said the queues 
were so bad a journey usually 
lasting around 20 minutes took up 
to four hours. 

According to police, one of the 
lorries crossed over the central 
barrier into the opposite car¬ 
riageway and collided with the 
other vehicles. Officers described

the scene as a “catastrophic scene 
of carnage”. 

Some motorists were trapped 
and a number of vehicles ended 
up on the wrong side of the road. 
Debris from the vehicles involved 
was spread across both sides of 
the motorway. 

The road was partially re¬ 
opened at 3pm with traffic using 
two lanes in both directions, but a 
a 40mph speed limit was put in 
place for safety reasons. 

Teams of road crews worked 
through Tuesday night, when 


traffic levels had reduced, to 
repair the damage to the surface 
of the carriageway. 

Repairs to the central concrete 
barrier will, however, take more 
time and for this reason lane four 
in each direction is expected to be 
out of action for a few days. 

A Highways Agency spokes¬ 
man said at least 40 metres of the 
structure will need to be rebuilt, 
with temporary safety barriers 
put in place until the permanent 
concrete barrier is fully set and 
strong enough. 

Traffic through the area of 
roadworks between junctions 26 
and 27 will be controlled using the 
Smart Motorway technology to 
keep congestion to the minimum 
possible. This is likely to be a 
40mph speed limit, with the lane 
closure indicated on gantry and 
overhead signs. 

■ Train services through Harlow 
were severely disrupted on Tues¬ 
day because of damage to over¬ 
head cables at Roydon.

Train operator Abellio Greater 
Anglia said it was unable to lay on 
a replacement transport service 
to Stansted Airport because of the 
congestion caused by the accident 
on the M25.

INCLUSIVE performing arts group 
Razed Roof is calling on the community 
to help bring to life their latest pro¬ 
duction. 

Written exclusively for Razed Roof by 
playwright Judith Johnson, Lusitania: 
The Floating Palace, will follow the story 
of RMS Lusitania, which was torpedoed 
off the coast of Ireland by a German U- 
boat during the First World War. 

To bring to life the story for performers 
and audiences, the group is asking the 
community of Harlow to share any fam¬ 
ily memories of the disaster. 

Razed Roof volunteer Mandy Jacobs 
explained: “Do you have a relative who 
built it or worked on the Lusitania? Or 
travelled on it or perished or survived the 
disaster? 

Stories 

“We want to hear people’s stories to 
help bring to life our story of the Lus¬ 
itania.” 

RMS Lusitania, owned and operated by 
the Cunard Company, sunk in just 18 
minutes on May 7, 1915, with the loss of 
1,201 lives. The sinking of the unarmed 
passenger ship as it sailed from New York 
to Liverpool was one of the most horrific 
incidents at sea during the war and 
caused international outrage. 

The German Government claimed that 
the Lusitania was carrying military sup-

plies but Britain and America declared 
the sinking unlawful. 

The disaster devastated the tight-knit 
dockland community in north Liverpool, 
where most of Lusitania’s crew lived. 

Poignantly, the group’s matinee show 
at Harlow Playhouse on May 7 next year 
will be performed 100 years to the day and 
within minutes of the time the ship went 
down. 

Razed Roof artistic director Annette 
Lidster said: “What we’re hoping to do is 
hold an exhibition with people’s stor¬ 


ies.” 

Annette explained that the group had 
already discovered that a man from Bish¬ 
op’s Stortford had died on the ship. 
Archibald Parsons, 30, who is thought

to have lived in Portland Road, was trav¬ 
elling from New York.

How RMS Lusitania met with U-boat and disaster 


THE RMS Lusitania was a 
British ocean liner of the 
early 20th century, owned 
and operated by the Cunard 
Company. 

She was launched on 
June 7,1906 and began her 
maiden voyage from 
Liverpool on September 7, 
1907, arriving in New York 


on September 13. 

The Cunard liner was the 
largest, fastest and 
certainly most luxurious 
ship in the world at the 
time of her launch. 

The Lusitania and her 
crew would make a total of 
101 round-trip voyages (or 
202 crossings) during her 


seven-year-and-nine-month 

service. 

But then tragedy struck 
the vessel. On May 7, 1915 
she was torpedoed off the 
coast of Ireland by a 
German U-boat, sinking in 
just 18 minutes. 

Of the 1,960 people on 
board, 768 survived and 


1,192 lost their lives. 

Four of the survivors 
died in the following 
months, bringing the 
numbers to 764 survivors 
and a total of 1,196 victims. 

The wreck lies 
approximately 11 miles (18 
km) south of Kinsale, 
Ireland.

Quick-thinking PC performs CPR on cyclist 


A POLICE officer has been hailed 
a hero after he saved the life of a 
cyclist who collapsed in Harlow 
town centre. 

Quick-thinking PC Lee Shep¬ 
pard used his first aid skills to 
perform cardiopulmonary resus¬ 
citation (CPR) on the man until 
paramedics arrived.

“Luckily I was really close to 
where the man had collapsed and 


autopilot just kicked in,” said PC 
Shepherd, who lives in Harlow. “I 
performed CPR until the para¬ 
medics arrived. I just did what 
anyone else would have done.” 

All police officers have first aid 
refresher training each year and 
PC Sheppard completed his just 
over three months ago. 

He added: “The training we 
have as police officers came in 
really handy and is why I knew 
what I needed to do.” 

The cyclist, who is believed to 
be in his 50s, was taken to the 
Lister Hospital in Stevenage. 

PC Sheppard has been praised 
by senior officers for his actions. 


Superintendent Trevor Roe, of 
the West Local Policing Area 
which covers Harlow, Epping 
Forest, Thurrock and Brentwood, 
said: “PC Sheppard’s actions 
demonstrate that he is a credit to 
the police service. I’m sure that 
his quick thinking gave this man 
a greater chance of survival. 

“I will be endorsing a recom¬ 
mendation that he receives offi¬ 
cial recognition for his efforts to 
help this man.” 

PC Sheppard has served in the 
Harlow district since 2007, start¬ 
ing as a police community sup¬ 
port officer before becoming a 
police constable a year later.

Investment drives 
up state of roads 


Hospital chief praises 
‘invaluable’ volunteers 


THE condition of main roads in Essex has 
improved for the third year running, accord¬ 
ing to data collected by County Hall. 

Specially adapted road assessment vehi¬ 
cles equipped with laser beam technology 
were used to measure the state of roads by 
skimming the surface to record defects. 

The results showed that just 2.6 per cent of 
main routes were in need of treatment com¬ 
pared to 4.6 per cent last year and six per cent 
in 2012. 

Every district in the county showed 
improvement. In Harlow, 1.1 per cent of 
priority roads required attention compared 
to three per cent three years ago. 

In neighbouring Epping Forest the latest 
figure of 4.4 per cent compared with 11.6 per 
cent three years ago. 

County councillor Rodney Bass, cabinet 
member for highways and transportation, 
said: “Clearly our priority measures and 
investment in highway improvements is 
working and really benefiting both com¬ 
mercial and domestic road users. 

“Continuously maintaining and upgrad¬ 
ing our county routes which are our priority 
roads has a tangible benefit for the business 
community, especially as many rely heavily 
on good transport links to and from the 
region’s ports, airports and motorway con¬ 
nections.”

IPCC to investigate response to 999 calls

AN investigation has been launched 
into the police response to events 
leading up to the death of a Harlow 
man who suffered fatal injuries after 
being struck by several vehicles 
while walking on a busy dual car¬ 
riageway. 

Kyle Brooks, 28, was killed while 
walking in the second lane of the 
northbound carriageway of the A12 
between Boreham and Hatfield 
Peverel in the early hours of Thur¬ 
sday, October 30. 

At the opening of an inquest into 
his death, the coroner’s assistant 
said the former Kingsmoor Primary 
School and Stewards School student 
sustained multiple injuries after 
being hit by a number of vehicles. 

An investigation is now under way 
after it was revealed police received 
three emergency 999 calls between 
3am and 3.40am indicating three dif¬ 
ferent locations for a pedestrian on 
the carriageway 


The Independent Police Com¬ 
plaints Commission said officers in 
a police vehicle searched a stretch of 
the A12 but were unable to locate 
him. 

After receiving a further emer¬ 
gency call, officers discovered Mr 
Brooks’ body lying in the road. 

An IPCC investigator has held a 
meeting with members of Mr 
Brooks’ family to explain its role and 
how the investigation will progress. 

IPCC commissioner Mary Cun- 
neen said: “I would like to offer my 
sincere condolences to the family of 
Mr Brooks at this difficult time. 

“We will be examining commu¬ 
nication between police call hand¬ 
lers and the officers who conducted 
the search, and whether Essex 
Police’s response was adequate on 
the basis of information available.” 

In a tribute released in the days 
after his death, Mr Brooks’ family 
said: “Losing Kyle so cruelly is 
something we as a family will not 
ever come to terms with. 

“Although his life has been cut 


tragically short he touched the lives 
of many people. 

“This has been evident in the out¬ 
pouring of love we have received and 
is testimony to what a wonderful, 
loving, kind-hearted young man Kyle 
was.” 

Colleagues at Bush Fair-based spe¬ 
cialist ink manufacturers Lumines¬ 
cence, where Mr Brooks worked as a 
technician, described him as a 
“shining light”. 

Technical sales director John 
Cooper said: “He was an all-round 
nice guy to be around and we shall 
miss him incredibly 

“There was not a person here who 
had a bad word to say about him.”

Sir Fred’s desert 
island adventure

SINCE it was first broadcast on the 
BBC Home Service more than 70 
years ago, Desert Island Discs has 
featured celebrity guests from the 
worlds of the arts, sport, politics, sci¬ 
ence and education. 

The list of ‘castaways’ who are 
invited to choose their eight favourite 
pieces of music, a book and a luxury 
itemwhich they would take with them 
to the mythical desert island, now 
runs into the thousands. 

Among them is Harlow master- 
planner Sir Frederick Gibberd, pic¬ 
tured right, who appeared in an 
episode of the show back in February 
1983 when the host was Roy Plomley. 

The interview, in which he talks 
about his career and his enthusiasm 
for landscape gardening, gives an 
insight into the man whose designed 
the post-war new town of Harlow, an 
architect who was able to assess his 
work with absolute honesty and was, 
as comfortable praising it as he was 
ripping it apart. 

Asked about the underground 
chapel he designed as part of London 
Airport, he replied: “I don’t like a lot 
of my architecture but I think that’s 
probably one of the best jobs I did.” 

And when questioned as to why he 
turned down the chance to design the 
1951 Festival of Britain, he said, 
“Because I have limitations and what 
I do I like to do really well.” 

On the subject of designing Harlow 
New Town, he revealed that when he 


was asked to be the architect he 
agreed on the condition he would be 
responsible for the design of the town 
which gave him “a great deal of 
power.” 

“Design is my passion,” he told 
Plomley. “If I was going to be involved 
in this then I was really going to carry 
the can.” 

Conscious of the effect of the envir¬ 
onment on people, he said of Harlow: 
“You’re really designing an organism 
which is changing all the time. It is 
still going to go on, developing over 
the years. It is going to grow or it is 
going to die.” 


Sir Frederick’s choice of music 
included works by Mozart, Verdi and 
Fauree, his favourite book was a 
scrapbook of poetry and his luxury 
item was a bottle of sleeping tablets 
“because one thing that would fright¬ 
en me more than anything would be 
to have a slow death”. 

Sir Frederick lived in Harlow until 
his death on January 9,1984 at the age 
of 76 - nearly a year after the show 
was broadcast. His wife, Lady Patri¬ 
cia, died in September 2006.

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Police officer who 
sat on faredodger 
cleared of assault 


Jury agrees that force used by cop was appropriate

A POLICE officer who restrained a fare- 
dodger on board a train by sitting on him 
has been cleared of assault. 

PC Mark Schleich, a member of the 
Metropolitan Police’s royal protection 
unit, was travelling to work at Bucking¬ 
ham Palace when ticket inspectors asked 
him if he would help them deal with an 
abusive passenger who had not purchased 
a ticket. 

During the trial at Luton Crown Court 
the jury was told the 51-year-old officer, 
who lives at Church Langley in Harlow, 
was recorded on CCTV pushing Charlie 
Simkins against a train window and then 
sitting on him. 

PC Schleich claimed in a statement he 
had taken the action after Simkins had 
assaulted him. But Simkins, who sub¬ 
sequently admitted fare dodging and giv¬ 
ing the inspectors a false name, denied he 
had assaulted the officer. 

During the trial, prosecutor Patricia 
May said that when the Crown Prosecution 


Service examined the CCTV footage from 
the train it was decided not to proceed with 
a charge of assault against Simkins. 

Instead, PC Schleich was interviewed 
and later charged with common assault 
and perverting the course of justice. He 
pleaded not guilty to both. 

The jury was told the incident happened 
after PC Schleich boarded the train at 
Harlow Mill station on the afternoon of 
Sunday, June 9 last year. He was on his way 
to work and was dressed in plain clothes. 

Giving evidence, PC Schleich said he had 
shown his warrant card, which entitled 
him to free travel, to a ticket inspector on 
board the train. Shortly afterwards he was 
approached by the inspector who asked for 
his assistance in dealing with a passenger 
who did not have a ticket and who had 
become abusive, aggressive and threaten¬ 
ing when challenged. 

“As I walked through I could hear a man 
shouting and swearing,” said PC Schleich. 
“He was swearing at the ticket guy. I asked 
him to stop swearing at the ticket guy but 
he continued. I asked him again and said 
that people on the train wouldn’t want to 


hear him swearing.” 

He said when Simkins suddenly got up to 
leave the train at Cheshunt he took action 
to stop him. 

“He had committed a criminal offence,” 
said the officer. “He got up and attempted to 
escape. He was telling me to get out of the 
way. I was asked to act and I did. Once he 
had made the decision to get up there was 
no time to react. I am happy with the way I 
dealt with it.” 

PC Schleich added: “I felt the level of 
force I had to use was appropriate. I didn’t 
have to take it to a level where I had to 
strike him.” 

Asked by his barrister Kevin Baumber if 
he had subsequently given a “perfect state¬ 
ment” about the events, he replied “No, it 
wasn’t perfect. I am a human being, not a 
computer recording machine. Certain 
things I remembered, certain things I 
didn’t.” 

On Thursday the jury took less than an 
hour to find PC Schleich not guilty of both 
charges. Recorder Ian Gatt told him he was 
leaving the court with his “good character 
and reputation” intact.

Court orders 
the closure of 
property used 
as drugs den 

TWO properties used for criminal 
activity in Harlow have been shut 
down after a court agreed a police 
application for closure orders. 

Magistrates in Chelmsford gran¬ 
ted Essex Police outright possession 
of the properties in Morley Grove 
and Amhurst Lodge. 

The occupants of both properties 
have also been evicted. 

The orders were approved after 
officers provided evidence of dis¬ 
orderly behaviour and criminal 
behaviour at both addresses which 
had resulted in “serious nuisance” 
to members of the public. 

The court was told that on Novem¬ 
ber 30 officers carried out a raid on 
the Morley Grove property during 
which substances believed to be 
Class A drugs were seized. Five 
people were arrested and released 
on police bail pending further 
enquiries. 

A police spokesman said: “Essex 
Police and our partnership agen¬ 
cies, including Harlow Council’s 
community safety team and envir¬ 
onmental health, are committed to 
reducing anti-social behaviour 
which has a debilitating effect on 
neighbours and the local neighbour¬ 
hood. 

“Local residents should be reas¬ 
sured that police will continue to 
work to ensure people enjoy a good 
quality of life and not have to suffer 
the problems associated with drug 
usage and persistent anti-social 
behaviour.”

Race a Tour de 
force for Essex 


County reaps the rewards 


from cycle event

THE spectacle of the Tour de 
France cycle race resulted in a 
multi-million-pound boost to the 
economy of Essex, according to a 
newly published report. 

The world’s largest annual 
sporting event passed through the 
county during the third stage of 
the race from Cambridge to Lon¬ 
don in July. 

More than 700,000 spectators 
lined the route in Essex and Cam¬ 
bridge, flocking to key viewing 
points including North Weald and 
Epping. 

A report examining the eco¬ 
nomic and social impact of host¬ 
ing Le Tour shows that it 
generated a £130m economic boost 
to the UK, with Essex and Cambs 
sharing £10.5m. 

Figures have not been released 
yet for Essex alone, although 
benefits for the county include 
extra business for the tourism and 
hospitality industries and incr¬ 
eased membership of the county’s 
cycling clubs. 

Images of the county were 
beamed across the globe, reaching 
3.5 billion people via television. 
Crowds flocked to big screens 
provided along the route. 

The overall economic benefit 
figure is expected to rise in the 
years to come as a result of 


increased tourism. 

Cllr Ray Gooding, Essex County 
Council’s cabinet member for edu¬ 
cation and lifelong learning, with 
responsibility for sport, said: 
“The Tour de France was a def¬ 
inite highlight of the past year in 
Essex and I’m pleased that it has 
given our economy such a big 
boost. 

“The boost will continue in 
years to come as we were able to 
showcase our beautiful county 
and show the world how much it 
has to offer. Tourism makes a 


multi-million-pound contribution 
to the economy in Essex, support¬ 
ing hotels, pubs, restaurants and 
attractions.

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Museum’s fabulous fossil 


THE skeleton of a 
dinosaur which walked 
the planet more than 150 
million years ago has gone 
on show at the Natural 
History Museum in 
London. 

Sophie the Stegosaurus 
is said to be the world’s 
most complete example of 
a recognisable dinosaur, 
with 85 per cent of her 
bones intact including the 
distinctive plates running 
down her back and four 
spear-like horns on the 
end of her tail. 

She measures 5.6 metres 
(18ft) in length and is 2.9 
metres (9.5ft) tall. 

Very few Stegosaurus 
fossils have ever been 
found making them much 
rarer that other well- 
known dinosaurs such as 
the Tyrannosaurus rex. 

In fact they are so rare 
that Sophie is the only 
Stegosaurus in a public 
collection outside the 
United States of America. 
She is also the first 
complete dinosaur 



specimen to go on display 
at the Natural History 
Museum for almost 100 
years. 

Sophie’s fossilised bones 
were discovered 11 years 
ago in the USA. 

Professor Paul Barrett, 
the Natural History 
Museum’s chief dinosaur 
scientist, told reporters: 
“It’s an honour to have 
this extraordinary 


specimen permanently on 
display to inspire our 
visitors. 

“Stegosaurus fossil 
finds are rare. Having the 
world’s most complete 
example here for research 
means we can begin to 
uncover the secrets 
behind the evolution and 
behaviour of this 
intriguing dinosaur 
species.” 


■ Stegosaurus means 'plated lizard'. 

■ Despite their huge size they had a very small head with a tiny brain about the 
size of a walnut 

■ Stegosaurus had 17 bony plates embedded in its back which ran in two rows. 
It also had spikes at the end of its tail which it used for protection 

■ It walked on four legs but its back legs were twice as long as its front legs. 

■ It lived between 140-156 million years ago 

■ Stegosaurus was a herbivore which meant it only ate of plants.

Charity’s work with struggling 
families great value for money 




THEY spend their time helping others, but now the 
caring people at Home-Start are in need of some 
assistance of their own. 

The charity, which provides a befriending service 
for families in need, is now sweating on whether its 
county council funding will be renewed. 

The money is crucial to enable volunteers to visit 
families on a one-to-one basis. And that is the reason 
why the Star, as part of our support of Home-Start’s 
Snowflake Appeal, is calling on Harlow residents to 
back the charity. 

Kay Pitt, a senior Home-Start co-ordinator, beli¬ 
eves that without the money the charity faces a 
highly uncertain future. “It’s not an organisation 
that can be run on volunteers alone,” she said. “We 
need paid-for staff to carry out certain aspects of our 
work. 

“The beauty of it is we are 
led by what the family 
thinks they need and are 
able to adjust accordingly. 

“Our volunteers can go in 
every week, some do two or 
three times a week. Some¬ 
times it’s evenings, some¬ 
times it’s weekends. Our 
core funding allows us to 
train those volunteers.” 

Kay claims that if the 
charity does lose its capital 
then the impact will be huge 
for the families it helps. 

“I think it would be a 
tragedy if Home-Start is not 
able to continue,” she said. 

“Without our core fund¬ 
ing we could not commit 
this support to the com¬ 
munity. I don’t think there’s 
another charity that does 
what we do and we’re 
incredibly cost-effective. 

“I think the wonderful 
thing about Home-Start is 
that it cuts across all bound¬ 
aries. We’ve had all sorts of 
people come to us, ranging 
across all classes. 

“Everybody goes through 
difficult periods and every¬ 
body needs help.” 

Someone who knows first¬ 
hand how important Home- 
Start’s work can be is trustee Gill Woollgar, who has 
spent seven years supporting families with a vari¬ 
ety of problems. These have ranged from helping a 
deaf couple with their well-hearing child to provid¬ 
ing support for a mother who was living in a refuge 
following an abusive relationship. 

“You aren’t changing lives,” said Gill, “but the 
impact is greater than you think. Some of the 
problems you come up against are so enormous you 
can’t do anything. 

“You can’t clear debts and if a child is disabled 
then they will be disabled forever, but you can point 
them out to other organisations or give them good 
advice.”

RANK Turner loves nothing more than 
to be crammed into a small sweatbox 
seeing a great band. The 
singer-songwriter is this year’s 
ambassador for Independent Venue 
Week, which aims to save the UK’s small venues 
from extinction.

Council England, Independent Venue Week is a 
seven-day long series of gigs running from 
January 26 to February 1, 2015. 

At least 85 venues - including The Square in 
Harlow - will be participating with shows 
across the seven nights some of which are being 
curated by a growing number of industry 
partners. 

In, Harlow headline acts include The

Frank said: “Independent Venue Week 


contacted me recently [founder Sybil Bell got in 
contact] and asked me to be involved in this 
year's campaign. I've been running a petition 
recently to try and get a change in planning law

many of the UK's small venues from extinction. 

“It's a worthy cause, and we seem to have 
caught the attention of Sajid Javid MP, the 
Culture Secretary, but the whole thing, whilst 
totally worthwhile, is a little pessimistic in 
tone.” 

But what Frank loves about being involved in 
Independent Venue Week is that “it’s a positive, 
celebratory thing, the necessary counterpoint to 
the rearguard action of the petition”. 

He added: “IVW is about bringing people 
together and celebrating a little corner of 
culture - our culture. 

“My whole adult life has been spent in and 
around small venues, in the UK and elsewhere; 


sometimes as a performer, but just as often as a 
punter. 

“There’s nothing I love more than to be 
crammed into a small sweatbox seeing a great 
band up close and personal. 

“There’s nowhere else I'd rather be. I think it's 
important both to celebrate this, and also to 
introduce new generations to that world, to 
show them that music is so much more than just 
sitting in front of a laptop listening to tracks on 
Spotify, or being herded to your seat in a 
corporate arena.

VEGGIE ALTERNATIVE 


A vegetarian Christmas dinner doesn’t have to 
be a nut roast or meat substitute. Be creative 
and try this vegetable tart packed full of colours 
and flavours... 



Cranberry-glazed shallot and 
root vegetable tarte tatin 

SERVES 4-6 

Preparation time: 20-25 minutes 
Cooking time: 40-45 minutes 
Ingredients 
50g/2oz butter 

2 parsnips, peeled, cored and cut into small 
chunks 

2 carrots, peeled and cut into small chunks 
Finely grated rind and juice of 1 orange 
200ml/7fl oz vegetable stock 

125g/4oz shallots, peeled and halved 
1 courgette, halved lengthways and cut into 
chunks 

3 tbsp Ocean Spray Cranberry Sauce 
1 tbsp wholegrain mustard 
225g/8oz puff pastry, thawed if frozen 
Small handful flat leaf parsley 
Seasoning 

Method 

Preheat the oven to 200°C/fan oven 
180°C/Gas mark 6. Melt the butter in a 23cm 
(9in) heavy based ovenproof frying pan and fry 
the parsnips and carrots for 3-4 minutes. Stir 
in the orange rind and juice and stock and 
bring to the boil and simmer for 5 minutes. 

Stir in the shallots, courgette, Ocean Spray 
Cranberry Sauce and mustard. Simmer for 6-7 
minutes or until the vegetables are tender and 
the stock has been absorbed. Season with 
salt and freshly ground black pepper. 

Roll out the pastry on a lightly floured surface 
to a 24cm (91/2in) circle. Remove the pan 
from the heat and lay the pastry over the top, 
tucking in the edges. Bake for 20 minutes until 
risen and golden. Turn out onto a serving plate 
and scatter with parsley to serve.

CHRI STMAS^ 
COUNTDOWN \ 
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Roasted Turkey with 
Shallot And Fresh 
Sage Stuffing 

Preparation Time: 15 minutes 
Cooking Time: 90 minutes 

Ingredients 

5kg free-range Totally Traditional 
Turkey 

4 tbsp rapeseed oil 
Sea salt and black pepper 
For the stuffing: 

75g butter 

2 tbsp rapeseed oil 

8 shallots, peeled and finely chopped 

3 cloves of garlic, peeled and finely 
chopped 

250g dried figs, chopped into small 
cubes 

2 small eating apples 
250g fresh breadcrumbs 

3 tbsp fresh sage leaves, chopped 
750g sausage meat 

3tbsp of parsley, chopped 
1 large egg beaten 
Sea salt and black pepper 
Method 

Preheat oven to 230°C/Gas Mark 8 
Remove turkey giblets and reserve. 
Rinse the turkey inside and out and 
dry well. 

Place the turkey in a large roasting 
pan, brush the turkey generously with 
rapeseed oil and season with sea salt 
and black pepper and cover with foil. 
Place the prepared turkey in the 
pre-heated oven and cook at this 
temperature for the first 30 minutes. 
Then, lower the oven temperature to 
180°C/Gas Mark 4 and cook for 
approximately 30 minutes per kilo, 
basting every hour. 

To prepare the stuffing, heat the 
butter and rapeseed oil until the 
butter has melted. Add the shallots 
and fry gently until well softened but 
not browned. Stir in the garlic and 
season well with sea salt and black 
pepper. Remove from the heat and 
place in a bowl, leave to cool. 

Peel the apples, cut into quarters, 
remove the core and cut into small 
cubes. Mix the figs, apples, 
breadcrumbs, sage, sausage meat 
and parsley with the shallots, season 
well with sea salt and black pepper 
using clean hands and then mix in the 
beaten egg. The mixture should be 
quite firm, with wet hands, mould the 
stuffing into balls the size of a golf 
ball. 

Place on a greased baking sheet and 
bake in the pre-heated oven for about 
20 minutes, until golden brown and 
cooked through. Alternatively you can 
use the mixture to stuff an onion, per 
person, and place the rest of the 
mixture into an ovenproof dish to 
cook. 


Take one small onion per person and 
peel, leaving the top of the onion 
intact and the base root in place. Peel 
and boil, whole, in salted boiling 
water for 8-10 minutes, until just soft, 
drain and cool in cold water. Drain 
and cut the top off the onion, about 
three quarters of the way up, so as to 
make a lid. Using a sharp knife, 
hollow out the onion and stuff with 
the stuffing mixture, replace the lid 
and brush all over with rape seed oil. 
Bake for 30-35 minutes in the oven 
alongside the turkey until cooked 
through and slightly caramelised. 
When the turkey is approximately 35 
minutes before the end of cooking, 
remove the foil, drain off any of the 
excess fat and cook for a further 35 
minutes or until golden brown. 
Transfer the turkey to a platter and 
cover loosely with foil and leave to 
rest for 20-30 minutes.

Roast pork shoulder with 
baked apples 

SERVES: 4-6 

Prep time: 25 minutes 

Cooking time: For the apples, 40 

minutes; For the pork, 2 hours and 10 

minutes, plus 20 minutes resting. 

Ingredients 

For the pork: 

Approx. 2kg pork shoulder joint (bone 
out) 

A little olive oil 

Salt & freshly ground black pepper 
For the baked apples: 

1 onion, finely chopped 

1 tbsp olive oil 
25g butter 

2 rashers smoked streaky bacon, 
finely diced 

2 tbsp finely chopped sage leaves 
Salt & freshly ground black pepper 
40g walnuts, chopped 
4 small-medium Pink Lady apples 

Method 

Pre-heat the oven to 220°C. Lay the 
pork joint in a roasting tin and rub all 
over with a little olive oil. Season with 
salt and pepper. Roast in the hot 
oven for 30 minutes. 

Turn the heat down to 160°C and 
continue to roast for further 1 hour 
and 40 minutes (for a 2 kg joint). If 
your joint weighs more or less, simply 
roast at the hot temperature for 30 
minutes, then roast at the lower 
temperature for 25 minutes per kg. 
Once cooking time has finished, 
remove the pork, wrap loosely in tin 
foil and allow to rest for 20 minutes 
before carving. 

Once the pork is roasting in the oven, 



start the apples. In a small frying pan, 
gently sweat the onion with the olive 
oil, butter, bacon and sage, 
seasoning well with salt & freshly 
ground black pepper. Allow to soften 
over a low heat for around 15 
minutes, stirring occasionally until the 
onion is lightly caramelised. 

While the onion is cooking, prepare 
the apples. Slice the top off each 
apple, cutting about 1 cm from the 
top, and score a fine line through the 
skin all around the middle of each. 
Using a melon bailer, sturdy teaspoon 
or small knife, carefully scoop and 
hollow out the core and a little of the 
surround apple, leaving you with a 
walnut-sized cavity. Finely chop the 
excess apple from the core and add 
to the frying pan, along with the 
walnuts and fry for a further 5 
minutes. 

Place the apples in a snug cluster in a 
small baking dish and spoon the 
filling into the hollows, packing it 
down quite firmly. Top each with the 
cut off apple top, creating a lid. 20 
minutes before the pork is due to be 
done, slide the apples into the oven 
and bake for 40 minutes until soft 
when pierced with a skewer.

Heat a frying pan and dry fry the 
cumin seeds for a moment or two 
until they become fragrant. Stir in the 
thin cut orange marmalade, soy 
sauce and 1 tablespoon of water until 
the marmalade has melted into a 
glaze. 

Drain the carrots and toss them in the 
glaze until they look glossy. 

Sprinkle over the thyme leaves and 
season. Continue to toss until 
everything is well coated, then pour 
into a serving dish.

Drain, then cool under cold 
running water and set aside. 

Heat a medium sized frying pan then 
add the butter and lardons. Cook 
until the lardons start to release 
some fat and turn golden brown, 
about 5 minutes. 

Add the chestnuts and Tenderstem. 
Cook for a further 2 minutes, season 
with salt, plenty of pepper and serve 
immediately.

journey 

Peter Jackson is preparing to bid farewell to 
Middle Earth. As the final instalment of The Hobbit 
trilogy hits screens, the director and film's stars 
tell Keeley Bolger how they feel... 


fter 17 years immersed 
in directing The Lord 
Of The Rings and The 
Hobbit films, Peter 
Jackson’s immediate 
plans for a future without the 
fantasy series are firmly 
grounded in reality. 

“I can go to the beach now,” 
says the droll 53-year-old Kiwi, 
prompting huffs of laughter from 
his all-star cast, who are sitting 
alongside him to discuss the 
final Hobbit movie, The Battle Of 
The Five Armies. 

“As you can tell, he does that a 
lot,” snorts Evangeline Lilly, who 
plays strong-willed elf warrior 
Tauriel in the trilogy. 

As Lilly’s gentle mocking 
suggests, Jackson is unlikely to 
come good on his promise to 
himself. For starters, his work 
on J.R.R. Tolkien’s books isn’t 
entirely over yet. 

Indeed, the decorated director 
will still be tinkering around in 
Middle Earth, where the books 
are set, for “four or five months", 
working on the extended cut. 
“Which is going to be fantastic,” 
he notes. “It’s going to be fun 
because there’s some good stuff 
in there.” 

And with a monstrous war 
raging in Middle Earth, The 
Battle Of The Five Armies, 
promises to be a fitting send off 
to the trilogy. 

“The epic battle at the centre 
of this film is the climax of three 
movies’ worth of storylines, 
which all continue to play out, 
even as armies are clashing on 
the battlefield,” says the director,

who read the books as a 
teenager. 

“There is a lot of suspense and 
tension, triumph as well as 
tragedy, as the various agendas 
and personal conflicts between 
the characters come to a head. 
It’s the most powerful and 
emotional of the three Hobbit 
films, and honours each 
character with whom we’ve gone 
on this journey.” 

Gripping as this sounds, 
restrictions mean Jackson is 
unlikely to make another foray 
into Tolkien’s fantasy world. 

“It’s a legal thing,” explains 
the director, whose third Lord Of 
The Rings film The Return Of 
The King won a whopping 11 
Oscars in 2004. 



“The Tolkien estate owns the 
writings of Professor Tolkien. 
The Hobbit and The Lord Of The 
Rings were sold by Professor 
Tolkien in the sixties, the film 
rights. 

“They are the only two works 
of his that have ever been sold, 
so without the cooperation of the 
Tolkien estate, there can’t be 
more films.” 

This may come as sad news to 
fans, whose festive seasons are 
punctuated by the regular dose 
of the fantasy blockbuster - but 
Jackson and his stars are 
pleased to “hand off” to them. 

“I’m very proud of the films,” 


says British actor Martin 
Freeman, 43, who has played the 
titular hobbit and everyman 
hero Bilbo Baggins throughout 
the trilogy. 

“I’m proud of my participation 
in it, and I’m proud on all of our 
behalves, really. That’s why I 
don’t feel sad about this being 
the third one -1 just want people 
to see it and like it.” 

Like Freemam, Sir Ian 
McKellen, 75, who plays wizard 
Gandalf throughout the “classic” 
series, feels “bloody lucky” to be 
part of Tolkien’s world - not 
least because he is one of the few 
people who has plunged into that

The Hobbit: The Battle 
of the Five Armies 

FANTASY (12A) 


ALMOST 13 years to the day 
since director Peter Jackson first 
transported us to Middle Earth, 
the Oscar-winning New Zealand 
filmmaker completes his tour of 
duty of JRR Tolkien’s novels. 

Giddy expectation has crashed 
and burned, with only a few 
smoldering embers for ardent 
fans to stoke in the hope that 
Jackson might redeem himself 
with this concluding chapter of 
The Hobbit trilogy. 

Alas, The Battle Of Five 
Armies bids farewell to the 
hobbits, dwarfs and elves with a 
whimper rather than a bang. 


The script occasionally 
deviates from Tolkien’s source 
text, contriving one superfluous 
and protracted interlude with 
elvish allies Elrond (Hugo 
Weaving) and Galadriel (Cate 
Blanchett) and wizard Saruman 
(Christopher Lee) to provide a 
flimsy bridge. 

Jackson’s mastery of action 
sequences is beyond doubt - the 
two set pieces which book-end 
this film are executed with flair, 
precision and a miasma of 
impressive digital effects. 

However, all that technical 
sound and fury without 
comparable emotional heft 
makes for increasingly 
wearisome viewing. 

The company of dwarves led 
by Thorin Oakenshield (Richard 
Armitage) and including Bilbo 


Baggins (Martin Freeman) 
watches in horror as the mighty 
dragon Smaug (voiced by 
Benedict Cumberbatch) 
incinerates Laketown. 

As the flames rise, Bard the 
Bowman (Luke Evans) prepares 
to launch the last remaining 
black arrow at the beast. 

Nearby, the Master of 
Laketown (Stephen Fry) and 
sniveling henchman Alfrid 
(Ryan Gage) make their escape 
in a barge laden with gold. 

At Dol Guldur, Gandalf (Sir 
Ian McKellen) escapes from the 
clutches of the Necromancer 
(Cumberbatch again) and beats a 
hasty path to the mountains. 

As the end credits roll, 
accompanied by an original song 
from Billy Boyd, we feel a sense 
of relief rather than sadness. 
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magical kingdom for real. 

“People ask, ‘What is it like to 
be in Middle Earth?’ and it’s an 
understandable question, 
because I felt it at the premiere; 
‘Oh I would love to be there...’. 
Oh - hang about, I was there! 
But actually, I wasn’t, it was the 
characters who were there, and 
Middle Earth is actually in our 
hearts. 

“But it’s up there on the 
screen, and aren’t we lucky? 
More than anybody else, more 
than the director who is 
watching through a screen, we 
were actually there. It is snow 
falling on our boots, it’s grass 


under our feet and the wind 
blowing in our faces, ” adds 
McKellen, who says that the next 
development would be for 
Jackson to create a “cinematic, 
living museum“, so fans can also 
experience Middle Earth. 

With a film that feels so real 
for those involved, Jackson is 
keen to know how fans respond 
to watching all six films in the 
“right story order” (“It’s 24 
hours of joy!”), and how the 
series will influence future 
generations. 

“I hope I inspire children to 
make films,” he says. “I’m sitting 
here today the result of films and 


TV I watched as a kid; 
Thunderbirds, King Kong, the 
Ray Harryhausen movies... 
they’re the reason why I’m here. 

“They excited me, they 
inspired me to become obsessive 
about making films, so it would 
be a wonderful, wonderful thing 
if there were young kids who 
were getting affected by our 
films in the same way. I’d be 
proud if that were the case.” 

Nodding his agreement, 
McKellen, one of the few actors 
to appear in all six films, hopes 
the series will be loved for 
generations to come.

LAST WEEK’S SOLUTIONS

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HE latest Toyota Yaris Hybrid features a 
sharper look, a better quality interior, 
retuned suspension, better refinement 
and tweaks to improve efficiency across 
the board, not to mention the ability to 
record 85.6mpg. 

Car manufacturers don’t tend to like spending a 
lot of money on mid-life refreshes. In most 
instances they try to get the biggest bang for their 
buck, changing cosmetically obvious but fairly 
cheap units like grilles, lights and bumpers. With 
the Yaris, Toyota has spent double what would 
normally be the case, ploughing £70m into 
updating the car. 

In an attempt to buoy sales of its best-selling 
model Europe-wide, the company has fitted 1,000 
new parts and claims to have spent 576,000 man¬ 
hours developing this updated version. So it can’t 
be accused of taking half measures. 

The range has been rejigged as well, offering 
different trims as well as the choice of three and 
five-door body styles, manual and CVT gearboxes, 
and diesel, petrol and hybrid power units. 

It’s the latter we look at here, a petrol/electric 
hybrid that deserves a bigger slice of the action 
than it’s received to date. 

DRIVING EXPERIENCE 

The Yaris Hybrid is powered by a combination of a 
1.5-litre petrol engine and a small electric motor 
which together combine to produce a modest 
100PS. 

That might not sound much, but such is the 
torque of the motor that it feels as if it’s got the 
lazy flexibility of a bigger engine which is exactly 
what you want around town. 

You can pull away and drive just over a mile 
purely in electric mode if you’re light on the 


throttle and when the petrol engine does kick in 
it’s anything but uncouth. 

Drive goes to the front wheels via an e-CVT 
continuously variable transmission and the 
turning circle is, at 4.7 metres, just as tight as the 
regular Yaris. 

The power pack is effectively a downsized 
version of that featured in the Prius, with a more 
compact electric motor, transaxle, inverter and 
battery pack. 

Toyota has tried to boost the driving dynamics 
of the Yaris but it’s still no Fiesta. That said, the 
Hybrid does what it was designed to do brilliantly, 
namely handle stop and start city traffic. 

Ride quality retains a decent suppleness 
courtesy of a retuned torsion beam rear 
suspension. The steering is also a tad sharper and 
the springs and dampers have been fettled for 
better body control. 

Toyota has further improved the refinement of 
what was already a very quiet car by reducing 
wind noise at speed and increasing the amount of 
cabin soundproofing material. 

DESIGN AND BUILD 

The Yaris takes its styling influence from the 
Aygo, with the X-shaped frontal graphic giving it a 
far sharper look. 

It’s a more assertive-looking car and Europeans 
like that. Where Toyota Motor Europe invested 25 
per cent of the development budget into the initial 
third gen Yaris, they paid for 75 per cent of this 
revision. 

The headlights get projector technology for high 
and low beams and the clusters incorporate LED 
daytime running lights. In profile, Yaris displays a 
revised door belt moulding, door mirrors with an 
optional folding function and updated 15-inch and 


16-inch alloy wheel designs. A rear bumper and 
diffuser assembly give the back end a more 
self-confident look, garnished with a neat set of 
LED light clusters. 

The interior has also come in for a restyle with 
a narrower upper instrument panel, a sleeker 
door panel and a centre console that’s been raised 
by 23mm so that the length of the gear lever can 
be reduced by 30mm, improving the ergonomics 
of gear changes. A closed storage area has also 
been added to the console. 

Adopting the latest Toyota Touch 2 multimedia 
systems has brought an increase in the size of the 
central touchscreen to seven inches. Better 
materials with more consistent grains and softer 
padding also feature. 

By cleverly packaging the hybrid drive system, 
this Yaris features just as much boot space as its 
more conventionally powered siblings. That 
means you get 272 litres under the parcel shelf 
and when you drop the 60:40 folding EasyFlat 
rear seats you’ve got up to 477 litres at your 
disposal. 

MARKET AND MODEL 

The Yaris Hybrid is only offered in the top two 
trim grades - Icon and Excel. 

The Icon features a leather-trimmed steering 
wheel, air conditioning and the latest Toyota 
Touch 2 multimedia system fitted as standard. 
Climate control air conditioning is standard for 
all Hybrid models. The range-topping Excel also 
gets features like part leather seats, cruise 
control, rain-sensing wipers and dusk-sensing 
headlights. 

The Toyota Touch 2 system is interesting, 
offering an updated take on the touch screen 
multimedia system with a higher resolution 
seven-inch display. 


The package includes Bluetooth for hands-free 
calling, sending and receipt of text messages and 
audio streaming. There’s a rear-view camera, 
vehicle information including trip data, climate 
control profile and management of settings for 
door locking and lighting. 

It comes with DAB digital radio as standard, 
with an FM link that automatically switches the 
system to FM reception when there is no DAB 
signal. 

Toyota Touch 2 is also MirrorLink-ready, 
allowing users to connect compatible smartphones 
and operate them entirely using the touch screen. 
Toyota Touch 2 with Go is available as an option, 
adding navigation, connected services and access 
to a range of applications including Toyota Real 
Time Traffic and services such as fuel prices, 
weather and parking information. 

COST OF OWNERSHIP 

The question many will need answered is whether 
the Yaris Hybrid works out cheaper to run over a 
three-year period than, say, the 1.4-litre diesel 
model you could also choose. 

In truth there’s extremely little in it. The 
Hybrid scores better for fuel economy, insurance 
costs and emissions while the diesel counters with 
slightly better residual values and cheaper 
servicing. 

With ever stricter emissions-based tax 
legislation, the 79g/km Hybrid future-proofs itself 
better than the 99g/km diesel which could be 
critical. The other thing to bear in mind is that 
you’re building the additional cost of a CVT 
transmission into calculations on the Hybrid, 
whereas the diesels just campaign with a manual 
gearbox. 

All told, it’s hard to argue with a car that can 
return 85.6mpg on the combined cycle.

HAVING missed out on playing in 
the Conference with Canvey 
Island after sustaining a career- 
threatening injury, Hawks assist¬ 
ant boss Spencer Knight is now 
relishing his new role in his first 
tentative steps on the managerial 
ladder. 

And Knight (36) could not have 
picked a better season to launch 
the next step in his management 
career, with Harlow Town flying 
high near the top of Ryman 
North. 

Having enjoyed a playing 
career in and around the upper 
echelons of non-league, Knight 
took his first role as an assistant 
manager when he was appointed 
No.2 to Harlow boss Danny Chap¬ 
man last summer. 

Although he is enjoying man¬ 
agement, it does not compare to 
playing, when he just came up 
short of playing at the highest 
level in non-league football. 

His greatest memory in his 
playing career is also tinged with 
great sadness. 

Knight, a left-sided midfielder, 
played a key role at Canvey Island 
in the 2007-08 season, when they 
won promotion to the Conference 
after triumphing in the Ryman 
Premier Division play-off final. 

World Cup qualifier 

Arguably Canvey’s greatest 
ever side, the team had four play¬ 
ers compete in 2010 World Cup 
qualifiers that season. 

But near the end of that cam¬ 
paign, Knight sustained an 
Achilles injury which dogged his 
playing days for two years. 

He was never quite the same 
player after that injury. 

It was two years ago that he 
took up his first coaching role. 

Knight spent two seasons at 
Ware coaching under the stew¬ 
ardship of former Harlow player 
Nicky Ironton. 

He learnt a great deal from the 
experienced Ironton, but felt 
ready to take his next step up the 
managerial ladder when Harlow 


approached him. 

But Knight is convinced his 
playing career is not yet over, 
although knows he will struggle 
to get into the present Hawks line¬ 
up. 

Certainly the left flank is sewn 
up by the excellent full-back 
Layne Eadie and winger Shane 
Stamp. 

Knight said: “I’m still learning 
[management] but I’ve still got 


ambitions to play [more] and 
hopefully I will get a run out 
before the end of the season. 

Unbeaten 

“Mind you I won’t get anywhere 
near our team the way they are 
playing at the moment.” 

Along with Canvey, Knight also 
had spells at Chelmsford, St 
Albans and Harlow’s arch-rivals 
Bishop’s Stortford during a 


decent career. 

But he is relishing his mana¬ 
gerial experience and has ambi¬ 
tions of managing a team of his 
own in the future. 

At the moment though he is 
revelling in being the number two 
at a club which has huge ambi¬ 
tions as it aims for the Ryman 
Premier and beyond. 

He said: “I would like to manage 
eventually. But I would like to win 


the league [with Harlow]. I would 
really like that on my CV.” 

After a stunning unbeaten run 
of 20 league games, Harlow are 
ready to get their season back on 
track this Saturday when they 
visit Tilbury in Ryman North. 

They have picked up four points 
in their last four matches but 
Knight remains confident they 
can reignite and go on another 
winning run. Time will tell.

ASSISTANT boss Spencer 
Knight knows the ‘good cop, bad 
cop’ routine will not work with 
Harlow Town. 

Knight, appointed as boss 
Danny Chapman’s No.2 last 
summer, says the pair try and 
spice things up to keep the 
players on their toes. 

There has been little need for 
any bad cop routines with 
Harlow playing so well and 
winning most of their matches 
this term. 

Harlow have enjoyed an 
incredible season which has seen 
them enjoy an unbeaten run of 


20 league games. 

Despite the recent stutter, 
when Harlow suffered their first 
league defeat of the season at 
Maldon & Tiptree United last 
week, Chapmen’s men are 
second in Ryman North.

Knight is hopeful Harlow will 
attract more fans through the 
gates as they progress and win 
more matches this season. 

“Success breeds more fans. 
People want to see a winning 
side,” he added. 

Certainly the crowds are 
starting to build as the Hawks 
continue their winning run, and 
are starting to edge towards the 
300-mark now. 

If they can seal promotion to 
the Ryman Premier, gates will 
surely head towards 500.

CHRISTMAS is coming but 
Hawks boss Danny Chapman is 
hoping it will come early and 
bring him a couple of defenders. 

After the departure of centre- 
half Dave Kendall and the ver¬ 
satile Michael Toner this week, 
the Harlow Town manager has 
had to step up his hunt for new 
blood. 

His need for a new centre-half is 
more pressing as 17-year-old on- 
loan Southend United player Dan 
Matsuzaka is out of Saturday’s 
Ryman North trip to Tilbury. 

This is because he will play in 
tomorrow’s FA Youth Cup tie for 
Southend against Championship 
club Middlesbrough. 

Chapman is talking to three 
defenders, all currently at Ryman 
North clubs, and hopes to sign at 
least two in time for the week¬ 
end. 

The Hawks boss said: “I hope to 
bring one or two people in. There 
are three I am talking to and they 
are all at Ryman North clubs.” 

Chapman was not surprised to 
see Toner leave as he has been 
offered the opportunity to join 
Vanarama Conference South side 
Chelmsford City. 

Kendall has quit for Ryman 
North rivals Cheshunt. 

“They both want first team foot¬ 
ball and we cannot guarantee 
that,” said Chapman. 

“Toner has got the opportunity 
to play for a side in the Conference 
South and that’s a good move for 
him. There’s no problem with me. 
I wish them all the best and thank 
them for their service.” 

Harlow will also be without 
skipper James Smith for Sat¬ 
urday’s trip to Tilbury. 

He will also miss Tuesday’s 
away league match against 
Thamesmead Town as he com¬ 
pletes a two-match suspension. 

Ground share 

This is the start of a tricky 
period for Harlow as they face 
three away games in the fortnight 
before Christmas. 


They also face a trip to Cray 
Wanderers. This will be played on 
Sunday December 21 as the Kent 
side ground share Bromley’s 
ground and cannot play on the 
Saturday. 

Chapman is aiming for nine 
points from these trips as an ideal 
Christmas present. 

“If we can get maximum points 
from now until December 21st, 
that will put us in good stead,” he 


said. 

“Everyone knows the Christ¬ 
mas period is an important time 
of year. It can make or break a 
season. 

Tough 

“The games come in a short 
space of time.” 

Meanwhile, midfielder Dave 
Cowley admits Harlow face a 
tough task picking up points on 


their travels, but knows how cru¬ 
cial these games are if the Essex 
side are to win the league this 
season. 

He said: “We like playing at 
home. The quality of our surface 
is good and we play good, enter¬ 
taining football. 

“It’s always difficult away. The 
fans are great at home. When we 
are away the pitches are not so 
great. But that’s when we have got 


to show character. 

“Smithy’s [James Smith] sus¬ 
pension is a massive blow. He 
creates a lot of chances. But we 
have got the players in the squad 
that can come in and do a job. 
Hopefully we can keep winning 
and getting the points.” 

Harlow’s home league game 
against neighbours Ware on Box¬ 
ing Day will now kick off at the 
slightly earlier time of 1pm. 


‘Aveley were 
like Sunday 
pub side’ 

HAWKS boss Danny Chapman 
accused Aveley of being “a 
Sunday League pub side” after 
being furious with their antics 
in Monday’s 2-1 victory. 

Harlow Town closed the gap 
on Ryman North leaders 
Needham Market to a point, but 
Chapman hit out at the Aveley 
management team. 

“There was one point when 
our player, Junior Appiah, was 
injured, and it was put out for a 
throw,” he explained.

A free-kick was 
floated into the box and Appiah 
played it across to Fabion 
Simms, who poked it home. 

Aveley equalised on 31 
minutes when Jack Stevenson 
scored with a tremendous strike 
from outside the box which flew 
into a top corner. 

Handball 

The match was poised at 1-1 
when striker Alex Read scored 
his 30th goal of the season on 64 
minutes. 

Read had played a wonderful 
one-two with Hawks skipper 
James Smith before picking up 
the return and firing low into a 
corner to give the visitors an 
advantage that they would never 
relinquish.
